land  eight  hundred  and  two,  and  of  the  independence  of  the  Uuit« 
■ed  States  of  America,  the  twentyvfeventh. 

On  which  day, being  the  time  and  pi  .ice  appointed  for  che  meet- 
ing of  the  convention,  for  the  purpofe  of  forming  a  conftitution, 
and  ftate  government,  by  the  a(ft  of  congrels,  entitled,  u  An  a<ffc 
to  enable  the  people  of  the  eaftern  divifion  of  the  territory  Not  tlw 
veil  of  the  river  Ohio,  to  form  a  conftitution  and  ftate  govern- 
ment,and  for  theadmiffion  of  fuch  ftate  into  the  Union  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  ftates,  and  for  other  purpufes,''  the  toL 
lowing  members  appeared,  who  produced  certificates  of  their  hav. 
ing  been  duly  chof  u  to  f  rve  in  the  convention,  and  having  fe- 
■verally  taken  the  oath  of  iilelity  ;o  the  United  states,  and  alio  aq 
oatli  faithfully  to  dilcharge  the  duties  of  their  office,  took  their 
feats,  to  wit :

The  convention  proceed  to  the  choice  of  a  fccretarr,  pro  terns 
fore,  whereupon  Mr  William  M'Earland  was  chofen  and  proceed-* 
*ed  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 
On  motion, 

Refolved,  That  a  ftanding  committee  of  privileges  and  elections, 
to  confiiVof  five  members,  be  chofen  by  ballot,  whofe  duty  it  fhall 
be  toextmii.e  an  3  repot t  upon  the  credentials  of  the  members 
returned  to  ferve  in  the  convention,  and  to  take  into  coiifideration 
all  fuch  matters  as  (hall  or  may  be  referred  to  them,  touching 
returns  and  elections,  and  to  report  their  proceedings,  with  their 
opinion  thereupon,  to  the  convention. 

And  a  eommittee  was  appointed  of  Mr.  Worthington,  Mr.  Dar« 
linton,  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Milligan  and  Mr.  Huntington.

The  convention  proceeded,  by  ballot,  to  the  choice  of  a  door- 
keeper, to  ferve  during  rhepleafure    of  the  convention,   and  upon 
examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  votes  Was  found  in  favor 
of  Adam  Betz.

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  three  he  appointed  to  prepare 
and  report  rules  for  the  regulation  and  government  of  the  con-

And  then  the  convention  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning, 
ten  o'clock.

Having  carefully  examined  the  fame,  rind  them  regular  and  agree- 
Ably  to  a  law  of  the  territory,  -entitled,  "  An  act  10  ascertain  the 
number  of  free  male  inhabitants  of  the  a^e  of  twenty. one,  in  the 
territory  of  the  United  States,  North  welt  of  the  river  Ohio  ;  and 
to  regulate  the  elections  of  reprefe  natives  for  the  fume."  And  that 
the  members  aforefaid  from  the  certificates  to  us  referred,  appear 
duly  elected. 

The  faid  report  was  again  read,  and  on  the  queftion  thereupon 
agreed  to  by  the  convention. 
On  motion, 

Rejohtd,  That  the  convention  proceed,  by  ballot,  rp  tl»e  choice 
of  a  prefident. 

The  convention  accordingly  proceeded  to  choofe  their  prefident, 
and  upon  examining  the  ballots  it  was  found  that  Edward  Tiffin, 
Efquire,  was   duly  chofim,  who  accordingly  took  his  feat  in  the 
chair  and  delivered  the  following  addrefs. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  yon  to  be  allured,  that  I  duly  appreciate  the  honour  yon 
have  conferred  in  felecting  me  to  prefide  over  your  delioerations 
on  this  important  occafion  ;  the  duties  of  the  chair  will,  I  pre- 
sume, be  pleafiug  and  eafy,  for,  from  thr  known  characters  of  the 
gentlemen  who  compote  this  convention,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
but  that  the  utmoft  propriety  and  decorum  will  be  obterved,  with* 
out  the  aid  of  interference  from  the  chair.  Whatever  rules  yon 
may  adopt  for  the  government  of  the  convention,  fhall  befhictly 
obferved,  and  in  every  decifion  which  m?y  be  required  from  the 
chair,  the  ntinofi  impartiality  fhall  be  evinced. 
On  motion, 

Refohed,  That  the  convention  proceed,' by  ballot,  to  the  choic? 
of  a  fecretary,  and  that  the  perfon  having  a  plutalityof  votes 
be  elecled. 

The  convention  accordingly  proceeded  to  choofe  their  fecret3ry. 
and  upon  examining  the  ballots,  it  was  found  that  Thomas  Scott, 
Efquire,  was  duly  ciiofen,  who  thereupon  took  the  oath  of  fidelity 
to  the  United  States,  and  alfo  an  oath  faithfully  to  difcharge  th» 
duties  of  his  office.

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'Refolvtd,  That  the  convention  proceed,  by  ballot,  to  the  elicit

The  convention  accordingly  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  an  af. 
£ft>nt  feeretary,  and  upon  examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  whole  number  wa3  found  in  favor  of  Mr.  William 
M'r'arland,  who  thereupon  took  the  oath  ot  fidelity  to  the  United 
States,  and  alfo  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  dude  of  hi* 
office. 

Ai\d  then  the  convention  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning, 
ten  o'clock.

STANDING  RULES  aud  ORDERS  of    the    CONVENTION. 

1.  The  Prefi  lent  mall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  convention  fhall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding 
day  ;  fhall  immediately  call  he  members  toorder,  and  on  the  ap*. 
pearance  of  a  quorum,  lhull  caufe  the  journal  of  the  preceding 
day  to  be  re  id. 

2.  The  l'refil  eat  fhdl  pref-rve  decorum  and  order  ;  may  fpeak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rifing  from  the 
chair  for  that  purpofr,  anil  fhil)  decide  quellions  ot  order,  fulject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  convention  by  any  one  member. 

3.  The  President)  rifiog  from  bis  feat,  thill  diftincYly  put  the 
nueftion  in  this  form,  viz  '•  You  who  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the 
cafe  may  be)  fay  ay  ;  contrary  opinion  fiy  no." 

4.  If  the  Prefi  lent  doubts,  or  a  divjfion  be  called  for,  the  mem* 
bers  fhall  divide,  thofe  in  the  affirmative  fiilt  riling  from  thei1" 
feats,  and  afterwards  thofe  in  the  negative.  If  a  count  be  re- 
quired by  any  member,  the  Prefident  fhall  name  two  members, 
one  from  each  fide  to  tell  the  numbers,  beginning  with  the  affirma- 
tive, report  of  the  fime  being  made  to  ttie  Prefidenf,  he  rifmg 
from  his  feat,  fhall  {lute  the  decifiun. 

5.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  ftatenicat  cf  the  queltion, 
which  the  President  may  give  fitting. 
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6.  The  Prefident  with  five  membera,  fhall  be  a  fufficient  num.* 
her  to  adjourn  ;  feven  to  call  a  houfe  and  fend  for  abfent  mem- 
bers and  make  an  order  for  their  eenfure  or  difcharge,aud  a  ma- 
jority of  the  whole  number,  confifting  of  two  thirds  of  the  whol* 
number  dieted,  be  a  quorum  toprocetd  to  bufinefs. 

7.  When  a  member  is  about  to  fpeak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  convention,  he  fhall  rife  from  his  feat  and  refpec>« 
fully  addrefs  himfelf  to    Mr.  Prtfident. 

8.  If  any  member  in  fpeaking  or  oiherwife,  tranfgrefs  tho 
rules,  the  President  mail,  or  any  member  may  call  to  order^  in 
which  cafe  the  member  fo  called  to  order,  fhall  immediately  fie 
down,  unlcfs  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  convention  fliall,  if 
appealed  to,  decide  on  the  cafe,  but  without  debate.  If  the  deci-»  ' 
fiun  be  in  favour  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  fliall  be  at  li- 
berty to  proceed,  if  otherwife  and  the  cafe  require  it,  he  fliall  bo 
liable  to  the  eenfure  of  the  convention. 

9.  When  two  or  more  happen  to  rife  at  the  fame  time,  the 
Prelident  fliall  name  the  perlon  who  is  firft  to  fpeak. 

10.  No  member  mall  fpeak  more  than  twice  to-  the  fame  quef- 
tion,  without  leave  of  the  convention. 

1  r.  Whilft  th«  Prelident  is  putting  a  qucftion  or  addreffing  the 
convention,  none  fhall  walk  out  of  or  acrofs  the  room,  ner  when  a 
member  is  fpeaking  entertain  private  difcourfe  or  pafs  between  hint 
and  the  chair. 

12.  No  member  fliall  vote  on  any  queftion,  or  in  any  cafe 
where  he  was  not  prefent  when  the  queftion  was  put. 

13.  Upon  calls  of  the  convention  for  taking  the  yeas  and  nays 
on  any  qtuftion,  the  nanus  of  the  members  fhall  be  called  alpha- 
betically, and  each  member  fliall  anfwer  from  his  feat. 

1 4  Any  member  fhall  have  a  right  to  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays, 
provided  he  fhall  requcft  it  before  the  queftion  be  put. 

15.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  feconded,  it  fliall  be  dated  by 
the  Prefident,  or  being  in  writing  fliall  be  read  aloud  by  the  fc 
cretary,  and  every  motion  fliall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Pre- 
iideiu  or  any  member  require  it. 

16.  Ayiy  member  may  call  tor  a  divifion  of  the  queftion,  where 
the   fenfe  will  admit  of  it. 

i  7.  Each  member  fliall  particularly  forbear  perfonal  reflecti- 
on, nor  fliall  any  member  name  another  in    argument    or  debate. 

18.  After  a  motion  is  ftated  by  the  Prefident  or  read  by  the  fe. 
cretary,  it  ftu.ll  be  deemed  to  be  in  poffeflion  of  the  convention, 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  a  decifion  or  amende 
ment. 

19.  When  a  queftion  is  under  debate,  no  motion  fliall  bere* 
ceived  unlefs  it  be  the  pievious  queftion,  or  for  amending  or 
committing  the  original  motion  or  fubjeclfc  in  debate. 
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20.  The  previous  queftion  fhall  be  in  this  form,  "  Shall  the  main 
queftion  be  now  put  ;"  ic  (hall  only  be  admitted  when  demand- 
ed by  three  membeis,  and  until  it  is  decitied  fhall  preclude  all 
amendment  and  further  debate  on  the  original  motj 

21.  hi  taking  the  fenfe  of  the  convention,  a  mt-joiity  of  the 
votes  of  the  members  prcfent  (hall  govern. 

22.  If  any  member  fails  in  attending  to  his  duty,  fuch  officer  as 
may  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  by  order  of  the  convention, 
ihall  take  him  into  cuftody,  for  which  the' officer  (hall  1 eccive  one 
dollar  per  day  for  the  time  he  is  travelling  to  and  from  the  place 
of  rcfidence  of  the  member,  and  until  he  is  admitted  to  his  feat,  to 
be  paui  by  the  delinquent. 

23.  No  resolution,  lection  or  article  in  the  couftitution,  fliall  be 
finally  concluded  and  aeteed  upon,  until  the  fame  ihall  have  jc 
ceived  three  fevcral  readings. 

24.  Ths  convention  fliall  refolve  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole, when  deemed  necefiary,and  when  in  committee  of  the  whole 
(hall  be  governed  by  the  foiegoing  rules,  except  thatin  committee 
of  the  whole,  any  member  lhall  fpcftk  as  often  as  he  may  ihink 
proper. 

25.  The  prefident  fhall  appoint  committees,  liable  to  addition 
or  amendment,  on  the  motion  oi  any  member,  unlcfs  otherwife 
directed  by  the  convention. 

26.  A  motion  to  adjourn  fhall  always  be  in  order  and  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

A  motion  was  made  and  feconded,  that  Arthur  St.  Clair,  fen. 
Efq.  be  permitted  to  adtirefs  the  convention  on  thefe  points  which 
lie  deems  of  importance. 

And  oji  the  CjUdlicm  thereupon  it  was  refolved  in  the  alhrina-* 
live —  yeas  19 — nays   14.

On  motion, 

The   laid     refolution    W2s     rcrd    the     fecerd    t;r  -,  where- 
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Jhpon,  Refolved,  That  the  convention  will  immediately  refolve  It- 
felt  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the  faiJ  refolution. 

The  convention  accordingly  refolved  it  ft  If  into  the  faid  com^ 
mi'tee  Mr.  Goforth  in  the  chair,  and  alter  fonie  time  fpent  there- 
in Mr.  Prefidenf  relumed  the  chair  and  Mr.  Goforth  reported, 
jhat  rht  committee  had,  according  o  order,  had  the  faid  refoluti- 
on under  confideration  and  made  no  amendment  thereto. 

The  f *id  refolution  Was  th.n  amended  at  the  fecrcary's  table 
and  read  the  third  time,  and  on  the  q-uftion  that  the  convention! 
do  agree  to  the  fame,  in  the  words  following  :

act  afprefaidl  when  met,  mallfi  ft  determine  by  a  m  joficy  of  the 
whole  number  elected,  whether  it  be  or  be  not  expedient,  at  this 
time,  to  form  a  constitution  ami  fta;e  government  (or  the  people 
within  the  faid  tenitorv  ;    therefore, 

Refolved,  That  it  i»  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  that  i  is 
expedient,  at  this  time,'  to  form  a  conflitution  and  ftate  govern- 
ment.
